College  Registrar 
Announces  Change 

Pre-Registration  Date  Is 
Arranged  for  Winter 
Term  Schedules. 

Pre-registration  for  the  winter 
quarter  will  be  from  November  1  to 
November  11.  All  students  who 
care  to  register  early  should  see 
their  faculty  advisers  and  make 
specific  appointments  for  confer¬ 
ences  with  them. 

This  suggestion  is  being  made  to 
avoid  the  last  minute  rush  and  give 
the  advisers  enough  time  for  proper 
advising,  according  to  Mr.  Robert 
Foster,  registrar. 

The  students  will  arrange  sched¬ 
ules  with  the  advisers,  using  trial 
schedule  cards.  When  trial  schedule 
cards  are  signed,  they  then  have  to 
be  presented  at  the  registrar’s  office. 
All  permits  for  any  classes  which 
ore  sectioned  will  be  obtained  at  this 
time. 

Registration  booklets  will  be  given 
to  students  after  permits  are  ob¬ 
tained.  The  students  will  return  the 
registration  booklets  and  forms 
(permits)  to  the  faculty  advisers. 
The  faculty  advisers  in  turn  will  file 
these  registration  '  forms.  On  regis¬ 
tration  day  the  advisers  will  check 
registration  forms  with  the  previous 
quarter’s  grades,- so  as  to  make  any 
changes  necessary. 

This  action  is  not  compulsory. 
Students  do  not  have  to  complete 
pre-registration.  The  reason  for  the 
suggested  change  is  that  Mr.  Foster 
feels  it  will  speed  registration  con¬ 
siderably  and  will  provide  more  effi¬ 
cient  advisement  for  the  students. 

Congressman  Judd 
Believes  in  U.  N. 

Two  Ideologies  Can  Live 
Together  if  Both  Will 
Obey  Same  Rules. 

..The  formatloniof  a  !‘club  within  a 
club”  will  rescue  the  United. Nations. 
Congressman  Walter  H.  Judd  -of 
Minnesota,  a  former  physician  and 
missionary  in  China  for  nine  years, 
told  teachers  attending  the  teachers’ 
meeting  at  the  College. 

"If  the  Soviets  will  not  agree  to 
charter  amendments  that  would 
make,  all  members  subject  to  the 
same  laws— we  do  not  need  to  with¬ 
draw  ’  dr  to  drive  anyone  out.  We 
should  organize  on  a  closer  basis 
with  all  the  nations  that  will  agree 
— not  outside  the  United  Nations, 
tut  inside  it,”  he  said. 

“Just  as  Communist-dominated 
members  of  the  United  Nations  have 
always  been  a  ‘club  within  a  club,'  so, 
under  Article  51,  all  the  free  nations 
can  unite  firmly  for  collective  self- 
defense  in  another  club,  leaving  the 
door  Open  for  the  Soviets  to  join  if 
they  want  to  abide,  by  the  rules." 

Manner  of  Rescue 
Dr,  Judd  pointed  out  that  the 
formation  of  such  a  club  was  what 
our  forefathers  did  at  the  constitu¬ 
tional  convention.  They  .drew  up  a 
tighter,  more  workable  plan  within 
the  confederation  and  stipulated  that 
when  nine  of- the  thirteen  states  rat¬ 
ified  it,  it  would  be  set  up. 

“This  is  not  the  way  to  wreck  the 
United  Nations — this' is  the  way  to 
rescue  it,”  he  believes.. 

•Dr.  Judd,  who  is  a  prominent  lead¬ 
er  in  Congress  for  world  collabora¬ 
tion,  said  the  weaknesses  which  have 
brought  U.  S.  to  this  ominous  period 
have  not  been  primarily  military  or 
economic.  “Our  greatest  failures 
have  been  in  the  political,  ideologi¬ 
cal  and  moral  fields."  He  explained 
that  “we  have  had  physical  separa¬ 
tion  from  the  rest  of  the  world  so 
long  that  our  younger  generation 
has  never  been  challenged  to  be¬ 
come  specialists  in  international  re¬ 
lations  or  masters  of  the  art  of  di¬ 
plomacy.

(Continued,  from  :Page  One) 
ference  tables  and  excels,  frequent¬ 
ly  playing  with  us  as  a  cat  plays 
with  a  mouse. 

“Our  hopes  of .  avoiding  disaster 
lie  in  mobilizing  to  the  utmost  our 
strength  and  skill  In  political  and 
ideological  fields  ns  well  as  eco¬ 
nomic  and  military,’’  he  said. 

Judd  brought  but  the  government’s 
tragic  plan  of  opposite  policies  on 
opposite  sides  of  the  world. 

“In  Europe,  we  said,  ‘We  will  help 
you  oniy.  if  you  keep  the  Communists 
out  of  your  government.’  In  China 
we  said,  ‘We  will  help  you  only  if 
you  take  the.  Communists  in.’ . 

Says  Reversal  Necessary 

“Unless  immediately  there'  is  a 
drastic  reversal  of  policy  in  ..Asia, 
history  can  only t  record  that  we  de¬ 
feated' Japan,  but  "Russia  won  the 
war  , in  the  Pacific. 

"By  refusing  to  give  vigorous,  ef¬ 
fective  support  ■  to  those  opposing 
Communist  agression  in  China,  be¬ 
cause  they  did  riot  yet  come  up  to 
our  standards,  we  actually  intervened 
-  in  favor  of  the  Communists— the 
wqrst  possible :  alternative. 

“That  is  trie  measure  of  how  im¬ 
mature  we  still  are  in  the  political 
and  Ideological  fields,”  he  admonish¬ 
ed. 

Dr.  Judd,  pointed  out  that  actual 
peace  can  come  only  wheri  the  world 
Js  united.  This  enri  coqie-ebout  by 
only  two  ways— conquest  and  agree¬ 
ment.

It  :has  more  .than  a  dozen  countries 
under  its  complete  control,  plus 
trained,  •  disciplined  units  in  every 
other  country. 

“The  remedy  to  such,  an  Intolerable 
situation  is  not  to  abandon  the

Out  of  Rolla  came  the  Miners  and 
their  speedy  moleskin  crew  to  blast 
the  Maryville  Bearcats  to  the  tune 
of  41-13.

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With  the  beginning  of  the  fall 
quarter,  the  Health  office  has  offer¬ 
ed  to  all  faculty  members,  a  service 
similar  to  the  student  health  pro¬ 
gram,  for  the  service  and  conven¬ 
ience  of  each  department. 

Under  this  plan,  the  faculty  has 
been  invited  to  take  advantage  of 
one  or  more  of  the  physical  aspects 
of  an  examination:  a  complete  eye 
examination,  by  means  of  the  tele- 
binocular  method;  and  an  ear  exam¬ 
ination,  by  means  of  the  audiometer 
machine;  blood  pressure  reading; 
serology  test  for  syphilis;  tuberculin 
patch  test  to  determine  the  presence 
of  the  tubercle  bacillis;  height  and 
weight  reading;  and  other  points  in¬ 
cluded  in  a  routine  physical  ex¬ 
amination.
